DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-5,7-15,17,18,20,21,27,29-40,42,43,45,46,52,55 and 58 are allowable over the 
prior art of record 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As per the independent claims, the recited limitations pertaining to using a &st speech 
recognition technique to define preliminary matching speech expressions, and using a second 
pass speech recognition techniques not identical to the first speech recognition technique, is not 
explicitly taught by the prior art of record.

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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 



4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 



5. Claims 59-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hedin et al 
(6185535) . 

As per claims 59-60, Hedin et al (6185535) teaches: 

"receiving an identifying. . . .characteristic" as receiving input speech (col. 5 lines 
4-6), and identifying if the utterance is part of a certain vocabulary (col. 2 lines 53-60 

"performing a first spoken input" as first pass performed by ASR (col. 5 lines 

27-30, referring back to ASR, col. 4 line 5 - col. 5 line 1); 

"selectively performing spoken input" as switching to a more pov^erful ASR 

(col. 5 lines 1-5, when the first pass does not perform, col. 5 hnes 17-22; col. 9 lines 50-63) 
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Response to Arguments 



6. Applicant*s arguments pertaining to claims 59-60 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. As per the arguments that claims 59-60 contain language pertaining to the 
selection of a speech recognition pass based on previous results, examiner argues that Hedin et al 
teaches such limitations, in the fact that the first pass speech recognition, when failed, offers the 
user to input the word in a different manner, such as repeating the word, spelling the word, or 
typing the word (col. 8 lines 20-30), which would require a particular means of recognition 
(either utterance recognition, spelling recognition, or text recognition). In other words, the type 
of recognition is dictated by the type of input from the user after an initial recognition. 
Furthermore, the first mode of recognition qualifies as a "first pass", and the second mode of 
recognition as a "second pass". Also, the second recognition technique is also considered to be a 
"modified" recognition technique compared to the first recognition technique. Hedin' s second 
ASR is a more powerful recognition engine compared to the recognition engine used in the first 
pass (col. 9 lines 50-58).
